eflect, Had it not been for the persistency ol
the South in the Rebelllon, slavery would
tnwve been in existence in all the oud slaye
States to-day.

S0, too, with this Constitalional amend-
went, It does not meet the highest demands
ol justice, 1t is distasteful to our more ad-
vaneed statosmen. By implication, at least,
it allows the late Rebel communities to dis-
franchise, in some instunces, a majority of
their eitizens. Its adoption would be followed
by the legulization of the present itregular
wnd revolutionnry State Governments ol th
Yo gpirit ol merey and conei-
Hation, it was adopted and held out to the
ol restorpbion.
Never before did victor grant such mi'd terms
to the vanqguished. But the South = contu-
macious, detiant, exasperating. It scorns
the mwild and gengrous terms held out by the
nation, It p'aces i sell in an attitude of hos-
tility to the Republic as real as that of the
late Rebellion, Its spirit is the same that
animated it throughout the war.
